"I am satisfied that it is possible 


to produce a satisfactory level of 
polio antibodies in human beings," 
Dr. Howard A. Howe, adjunct pro- 
fessor of epidemiology at Hopkins, 
said today. 


Developed hi Blood 


Antibodies are specific agents 


which can be developed in the 
blood to produce immunity against 
a disease.

Using a vaccine made of killed 


polio virus. Dr. Howe found that 
it made children develop antibod- 
ies against the virus. He prevented 
hi* finding* today at the annual 
meeting of the American Public 
Health Association in Cleveland. 


Dr. How* waned that th* vac- 


cine isn't ready for use-ftjat he 
isn't even sure It will be the vac- 
cine to be used in large trials. 
Further testing will b* necessary 
to Improve it.

common. 


Herpes 1* an acute Inflammation 


accompanied by 
characteristic 


blister* on the skin, Involving only 
that part of the skin which is 
reached by certain nerves. It oc- 
cur* on one side of the body only 
and Is especially common around 
the chest, Just over am) parallel 
to the ribs, on the forehead, face, 
lower back and'abdomen. 


The blisters (which appear sev- 


eral days aftfr the pain starts) be- 
gin to open and dry up in a few 
days and finally disappear alto- 
gether. In young and middle-aged 
people this is about all there is to 
it.but in older people severe neu- 
ralgic pains often last for months. 


Herpes may develop with or im-

Variety f or Baked Apples 


With so many apples available 


now, 
a wise homemaker should 


have them in some form, in each 
day's meals. To bake apples, all 
that's* needed is a good washing 
and coring. Be careful not to cut 
clear through the blossom end. 
Score the apple by slitting the skin 
around the fruit midway from top 
to bottom. Try putting a few drops 
of lemon juice in the apple before 
filling. It's a wise idea to put a, 
small amount of water in bottom of 
pan when you bake apples. 


For a main dish food, fill apples 


with mashed sweet potato. Mix 
with a teaspoon of brown sugar 
and dot with butter. Or try scoop- 
ing out some of the apple center 
and mix the chopped apple.with 
sausage meat 
and cornflakes. 


(You'll find it best to pre-cook the 
sausage meat to eliminate some of 
the fat.) Ground ham mixed with a 
dash of mustard and moistened 
slightly is good, too. 


Baked apples an good stuffed 


with prunes—pitted, of course, plus 
a few walnuts—or use raisins, nuts 
and brown sugar. Just orange mar- 
malade .makes a tasty baked ap- 
ple; cinnamon and orange juice 
also complement the apple. Mince- 
meat can be used, or crushed pine- 
apple and cranberry sauce. Try 
your own - ingenuity. All these 
stuffings are added before baking 
the apple.

The act itself provides for Judi- 


cial review of the board's final 
order. The first step is for the 
party's lawyers to petition the U.S.

In the end, the Supreme 
Court will be called upon to pass 
upon constitutionality of the act.

The act provides severe penal- 


ties. Failure to comply with a 
registration* order carries a |10,- 
000 fine plus five years' imprison- 
ment for individuals.

Americans^ Says Expert Food Economist 


BOSTDN-4R-A nationally-known 


(fcod economist declared today that 
the dietjpt America's.last-growing 
population it being lowered,, and 
food costs forced upward, by a na- 
tional farm policy which be said 
encourages food scarcity. 


Hetrell DeGraff. professor of 


food economics in the Cornell uni- 
versity school of nutrition, made 
his statement in an address pre- 
pared for the annual Boston con- 
>j»rence on distribution. 


"We nave had no, increase in 


food production in the United 
States since the peak year 1M4." 
Professor DeGraff said, "yet, dur- 
ing the same period the population 
of the country increased by 13 per 
cent . .". 12 per cent more people 
and no more food." 


"To hold the present diet will 


necessitate food production 
in- 


creases in proportion to the popu- 
V^tion growth," he said, pointing 
out that American population is 
leaping forward by nearly 7,000 
per day. 
, 
Not Easy 


He said such food production in- 
crease "may not be easy" because 
"never over a period of years have 
we experienced a sustained In- 
crease in food production as great 
at 1.5 per cent a year" the cur- 
rent rate of population growth. 
Ait Prof. DeGraff said he be- 
JTevea such increase is possible by 
still more scientific methods if the 
nation has "the right economic cli- 
mate." 


"Farmers can have low-level, 


flexible price supports if they want 
and still not distort our agricul- 
tural production or make scarcity 
policies necessary," Professor De- 
Graff said. 


"The concept underlying high 


jupport prices is scarcity, and this 
'9, unhappily, about all we have 
of national food and farm policy 
at present. 


Defeatist Policy 


"It is a pessimistic, defeatist, 


banknmpt policy, not at all suit- 
able for a, forward-looking, pro- 
gressive nation." 


Be told the distribution confer- 


ence—which is a national forum 
of national and international au- 
jhorities on distribution of goods 
xnd. commodities—that food nu- 
trients, calories, minerals, vita- 
mines, available for 'civilian con- 
sumption have decreased per capi- 
ta since 1946. 


"We need a food and farm poli- 


cy which stimulates production, 
which contributes to a dynamic, 
progressive Agriculture — not one 
based on scarcity," he said. He 
stated the present farm policy 


ted back to the effort to raise 


price of farm products in the 


depression years of the 1930's 
when the nationJiad food surpluses 
brought about by underconsump- 
tion. ' - 


"We have the farm capacity to 


produce more food," he said. "It 
will have to come from higher 
yields per acre and per animal, 
but this is entirely possible. We 
now have the most scientific and 
the most mechanized agriculture 
tat we or any other nation has 
Jver had. We need more science 
In farming, better seeds strains, 
higher-yielding livestock, 
better 


livestock feeding, more fertilizers, 
better methods of pest control, and 
still more machinery.

"We need much more basic and 


applied scientific research to make 
these things possible, greater ap- 
plication of scientific findings by 
^he industrial concerns providing 
production supplies to fanners, and 
a still higher order of manage-
